SECTION 1. That Lonis Roberta, Wm. P. Murray, Vetal Querin,

Charles Bazille and S. S. Emton, aad such olhtr persons as may hereafter
be associated with them in the manner and for the purposes contemplated
by this act, shall be known in law and equity as the Little Rapids Manu-
facturing Company, and as such may contract and be contracted with, eue
and be sued, plead and be impleaded in all courts of law and equity in
this Territory, and shall have a common seal, which they may alter at
pleasure.

SBC. 2. The business of aaid Company shall be defined by the by-
laws of aaid Company and shall be conducted under a Board of three Di-
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Officer*.

rectors, one of whom shall be chesen by the said Board of Directors as
President of the said Company, and said Directors shall be elected by the
stockholders of Baid Company, in such manner and at sach times, and shall
perform sach duties as may be prescribed by the by-laws of said Company.
It shall be the duty of the President of said Company under the by-laws
of the Company or under the direction of a majority of the directors to
sign all contracts or other instruments of writing between said corporation
and other contracting parties, and such signatures when attested by the
Secretary of the Company shall be evidence in all cases that all such con-
tracts or instruments of writing were duly executed by and in behalf of
said Company.
